No t o n ly hav e 
its o rdin ary reso u rces o f fo reign fu n ds been 
p ractically ex hau sted, bu t in its effo rts to rearm 
itself, keep its in du stries in o p eratio n an d feed 
its p eo p le the Nazi regime has been co mp elled to 
draw heav ily u p o n the sp ecial reserv e fu n d cre­ 
ated fo r an “emergen cy ” thro u gh mo bilizatio n o f 
p riv ately o wn ed secu rities. 
No twithstan din g the rigid cen so rship , the de­ 
n ial o f freedo m o f the p ress an d o f sp eech an d 
the elabo rate mean s ado p ted to p rev en t kn o wl­ 
edge o f tru e co n ditio n s in German y fro m bein g 
gain ed by the German p eo p le 01* the o u tside 
wo rld, the su p p ressio n o f the tru th is beco min g 
in creasin gly difficu lt. 
Dr. Pau l Schelien berg, writin g in “The Maga­ 
zin e o f Wail Street,” declares that “there are 
man y sign s that great p arts o f the p o p u latio n are 
dissatisfied with the Hitler regime.” Jo hn C. de 
Wilde, rep o rtin g fo r the Fo reign Po licy Asso cia­ 
tio n o n “So cial Tren ds in the Third Reich,” de­ 
clares that fo reign o bserv ers in German y , “fin d 
mu ch mo re gru mblin g than fo rmerly ” an d that 
an in creased p sy cho lo gical an d eco n o mic ten ­ 
sio n ap p ears to hav e dev elo p ed. 


The p in ch o f eco n o mic adv ersity also is bein g 
felt in Italy . While it co n tin u es an d while the 
military p restige o f the Fascist p o wers are 
bro u ght to a lo w lev el by rev erses in Sp ain , the 
dan gers o f war remain hearten in gly remo te.
